Nationalisation of Doctors 

Ail important amendment to the 
Municipal Act, introduced by Dr. 
Stanley, empowers municipalities to 
engage doctors and nurses for 'the 
care and treatment of their residents 
free of charges. This is another step 
forward in the campaign for the 
nationalization of the medical and 
nursing professions, which Dr. Stan¬ 
ley has been carrying on. 
v The Supplementary Revenue Tax 
Act has been amended so as to pro¬ 
vide for assessment on a valuation 
basis in all rural districts and to per¬ 
mit the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Coun- 
cil to declare the mill rate to be 
collected by the Province. This pro- 
provision does away with the maxi¬ 
mum tax limit of four cents per 
aero, which heretofore prevailed. 
Hereafter, all Provincial. Taxes, such 
as Supplementary Revenue Tax, Wild 
Lands Tax, Educational Tax, etc. will 
be set according to the Municipality^ 
assessment and all these taxts will 
be co^ectcd by the municipality aji 
behalf of the government The gov¬ 
ernment, however, retains to itself 
power! to control or alter the assess¬ 
ment fn any municipality.

Accord¬ 
ing to the Bill to be introduced by 
Hon. Mr. Boyle a body of plain¬ 
clothes police, or “stool pigeons/’ to 
use the ministers exact words, will, 
be used by him to enforce The Liq¬ 
uor Act. 

Municipal Councils are given pow¬ 
er by by-law to restrain stock, not 
owned by a land-owner of the muni¬ 
cipal district, from running at large 
in the district concerned and also 
power to limit a land-owner to 100 
head of horses or cattle and 600 head 
of sheep for each 160 acres he owns. 

Getting After the Alien. 

A delegation of determined return¬ 
ed soldiers visited the government 
this week and demanded the dismiss¬ 
al of Boychuk and all other aliens 
from the civil service. They also de¬ 
manded that returned soldiers shouIJ 
replace slackers and women, not en¬ 
tirely dependent upon their positions 
for a living. The Premier promised 
to accede to thoir demands.

F. G. Forster, recent chief inspector.

mitted to reach the House. The maj¬ 
ority ifam a wd a H th« ejacluaion of ah 
1 press reporters and other members 
of the Legislature from the room and 
also refused to record the votes of 
the members of the committee given 
behind closed doors. However, Mr. 
Ewing will bring his finding into the 
House by way of resolution and an 
official record of each member’s at¬ 
titude will be ultimately registered.

cvolufMy and that muoh of the soc¬ 
ial unrest to-day was caused by un¬ 
bound thinking. He objected to gov¬ 
ernments adopting deceit as a fixed 
principle, for all through the war the 
government had fostered error, and 
led the people to hate the common 
enemy, and even now the soldiery in 
Germany were forbidden to fratern¬ 
ize with the Germans. 

Four years of such blind patriot¬ 
ism was not conclusive to clear think¬ 
ing, and in discussing movements of 
any kind we must be in full posses¬ 
sion of all facts. The people need¬ 
ed efficiency in leadership, and much 
strife had been caused in the past 
because men who had striven to 
force their own ideas on the world. 
The world has accepted the rule of 
the privileged class, and though they 
have changed to suit the needs of 
the day, yet the laws they make 
tend to lift that class out of the 
common rut. 

Co-Operative Buying.'—^. 

Turning to the history -of co-op^v 
ation the speaker said that it had 
been a great success in Great Brit¬ 
ain ever since the seventies. In diff¬ 
erentiating between co-operation and 
private stores, he pointed out that 
the latter must spend a lot of time 
and energy in pushing sales, and with 
co-operative stores the people are en¬ 
ergetic in buying goods for which 
there is a demand. Then there is 
the advertising expense to be thought 
of and the duplication of time. In 
the United States it was estimated 
that there was a billion dollars spent 
annually on advertising:, and another 
billion for salesmen trained for the 
purpose of inducing merchants to 
buy goods they did not want. Thus 
a demand is created, regardless of 
utility to the purchaser: 

Mr. Johnson then quoted at length 
4jfom k*book oh salesmanship, which 
illustated his point and turned to 
the question of many peoples who 
while admitting that co-operation is 
sound, they ask, . will It work ? He 
showed what had been done in Great 
Britain by co-operation since the 
war, and in Denmark it had lifted 
the farmer to a vejy satisfactory ec¬ 
onomic condition. 

The farmers there controlled the 
government, yet the fact showed 
that it had given them power. Swit¬ 
zerland and Germany were other 
countries that had profited by co¬ 
operation,' the latter particularly in 
the systems of banking and credit 

The International Co-Operative Al¬ 
liance showed that it possessed 136,- 
000 associations with over twenty 
million members. Mr. Johnson em¬ 
phasised the fact that here in Can¬ 
ada, the people did not thoroughly 
appreciate the saving of pennies, as 
our individualistic leanings were ag¬ 
ainst the general ideas of co-opera¬ 
tion. Cfuping closer to home, the 
speaker te the information that 
there were fifty co-operative societies 
in Alberta, outside of the U.F.A. and 
the Grain Growers. There is a keen 
desire being shown for information 
among the farmers. In the epuntry 
town there was a duplication of effort 
as there were generally two or three 
stores of the same kind in each town,

In reference to the proposed wat- 
ter pressure system to be used in 
fighting fire, for the benefit of the 
ratepayers not present at the rate¬ 
payers meeting on the matter, an 
outline of the proposed scheme may 
not be amiss, inasmuch as the nec¬ 
essary petition will come before the 
ratepayers for their acceptance or 
rejection. 

The Council propose to instal a 
steam pump in the power house, cap¬ 
able of giving a pressure of 150 
pounds to the square inch and throw¬ 
ing a stieam into the air from 80 to 
100 feet high. A system of dry 
mains will be laid from the Rutten 
Boarding House to Messrs Siming- 
ton’s store on Atlantic Avenue, ex¬ 
tending down to the Vulcan Co-oper¬ 
ative Society at one end and to the 
Burns Livery Barn at the other. A 
line will also be laid from the I.O.- 
O.F. hail to the bottom of Main St., 
all the mains to be laid to grade so 
that all may be drained successfully 
in cold weather. Hydrants will be 
installed wherever they are deemed 
necessary and approximately 600 ft. 
of 2H inch hose purchased, so giv¬ 
ing the proposed system a wider 
scope.
